FOURTH CONGRESS | 


The problem of travel to and from the Fourth International Congress for 
Microbiology in Copenhagen is a very difficult one. The American Express 
Company was never very enthusiastic about the possibility for mass boat passage 
to Copenhagen but did work out a great detail. of information. regarding routes, 
tours and so on which might possibly be available. In attempting to avstract 
this material for the benefit of our readers we prepared a statement which a“ 
appeared in the last News Letter, That statement was too optimistic for it' 
now appears that boat passage is almost impossible to secure and that if air. 
passage is to be obtained it must be spoken for at once.

May we say again that even under normal conditions it wovld not be good 
_ policy for this office to make reservations and that as things are it will 
only lessen the-slim chance which anyone has of getting to Copenhagen at all 
to write to us and make a reservation with us, We simply will have to write 
back to you.and say please write to the American Express. We have had to do 
that once or twice already in spite of very definite statements covering the 
matter in the last News Letter, 


We have, however, been asked to try to give the American Express Company 
some idea of how many will fly and we would like you to let us know about that, 
unless you are all ready with your decision in which case why not write 
directly to American Express and request air passage, The number of seats 
for air travel is limited. Some are available and can be secured provided 
they are promptly reserved. . 


_ In his last letter to us Mr. Charles E. - Dekocke, Manager, Foreign Production 
Unit, American Express Company, 65 Broadway, New York 6, suggests that under 
the extreerdiuasy circumstances obtaining he: "Treat each inquiry that we 
received in this office on an independent basis. We will ask each person to 
advise us when they want to leave and when they want to return and will 
endeavor to secure their reservations over and back for them. Also, we will 
be happy to make any other independent arrangements they may require in the 
way of travel to other parts of Europe, subject to such accommodations 
available." 


We have had a good many letters from members complaining that local 
American Express agents cannot give them much satisfaction about this matter. 
We have taken up this matter with Mr. DeKock and it is possible that better 
local service will be available shortly. In the meantime may we say this: 

1.-This office cannot make a reservation for you either by boat or 

by air. 

2.-Contact the American Express Company directly. You can deal 

directly with the New York Office, address above, if you have 
no local agent or if he cannot help you to your satisfaction. 
3.-Do not count on boat passage. Mr. DeKock states: "We could of 
course register anyone who wished to do so for accommodation, 
bdut the question of whether they could travel by ship or not 
would probably remain in doubt until practically a day or two 
before sailing time......the ships in which the delegates 
would be interested are fully booked and have waiting lists." 
You can hardly. make plans on a prospect like that. 
4.-If you will go by air make reservations with the American Express 
. gt once. Only by so doing will you be able to count on making 
the trip. 


QUESTIONNAIRE 


With this News Letter you have received a questionnaire prepared by the 
War Department regarding your qualifications, training and experience as a 
bacteriologist. This questionnaire is sponsored by the National Research 
Gouncil. This office has cooperated with the Council in preparing the ques- 
tionnaire and will receive those returned and transmit them to the Council 
which is acting as the sponsoring and coordinating agent for the War Department. 
Concerning this questionnaire it may be said: ~ 
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1.-No one has to return this questionnaire. On the other hand as scientists 
we believe in fact finding and that is what this is. Our recent ef- 
forts to place. the right men in the right places were very successful, 

particularly at the higher levels. The Bushes, Conants, and 60 on are 
easily ferreted out and drafted for service but in the ranks of 
lower echelon our success in the past war left a little to be desired. 
Some rather well prepared men were in field artillery instead of in 
the Sanitary Corps. So put down objectively and if need be on 
additional paper your experience and reactions. I am sure that these 
data will be kept confidential and used only to give the nation a 
better knowledge of the extent and location of its human scientific 
resources and as a guide as to how they can best be used in the 
_ future. The S.A.B. is carrying the questionnaire to you and has 

paid for the envelopes to bring it back, The war department has 
paid for the printing. You are asked to fill out the questionnaire 
and pay the postage on its return. 

2.-It is impossible to devise a questionnaire which will give a complete 
picture and have one which can be tabulated and made use of, This 
is particularly true as regards one's activities, Your Secretary- 
Treasurer, under heading 7 (b), could indicate at least four _ 
headings. He is, however, restricted to.one and will put down 
"Teaching and research." The heading "academic research" is 
intended to include only those who-are hired as research professors, 
associates, assistanis and the like. Most University personnel will 
probably put down "Teaching and research." Possibly the word 
"Administration" should have been included but there are only so 
many lines on a page. “Perhaps the presidents and deans who fill 
out the questionnaire may be granted the right to write in 
"administration." Please state your exact salary or else do not 
state any. Everyone knows you are not paid nearly as much as you 
are worth, but in the salary category if data are to be useful they 
must be accurate. In some cases it is difficult to give exact 
income because of the fact that it may consist of fees as well as 
a definite amount. The regular salary received in the capacity 
indicated is what is meant, not a matter of total income from 
salaries, fees, royalties and so on. 

3.-Members of the Society who do not owe allegiance to the United 
States of America are not ee to fill out and return the 
questionnaire, 


SCIENCE LEGISLATION 


For current developments in the science legislation field our members 
should follow news items from week to week in Science. We cleared this 
morning with the office of Dr. Dael Wolfle who is the secretary of the Inter- 
society Committee on Science Legislation of which President Day of Cornell and 
Dr. Harlow Shapley of Harvard are chairman and vice-chairman respectively. 
There is no statement to make at this time which has not already appeared in © 
print. A bill has been reported out of the Senate Committee to which it was 5 
originally referred which is a slight compromise between the two bills introduced &h 
into the Senate. It calls for a governing board of 24 instead of 48 members and 
has a number. of other changes. This is what always happens to a bill. It is 
altered on one or more grounds as it passes through committee, In the House 
where four bills were introduced progress has not been quite so fast. The

observers are inclined to be reasonably optimistic. but realize that it is a 
long step from.a bill reported out of committee in one branch of the Congress 
to a law agreed upon by both chambers and signed by the President. 


UNESCO . 

The United States National Commission for the United Nations Educational,.. 
Scientific and Cultural Organization held a conference in Philadelphia, March 
24-26, at which the SOCIETY was represented by Dr. Stuart Mudd of the University 
of Pennsylvania and Dr. Thomas 3B. Turner of the School of Hygiene of the 
Johns Hopkins University. In the course of the three days many matters were 
discussed and numerous resolutions offered. As most pertinent to microbiologists 
were the directives in the field of the natural sciences covering a a wide bre 
of world wide Aereloguent ‘and intercourse in science. 


WEWS ABOUT BOOKS 
This office apologizes. to the readers of the News Letter for running 
the same book review twice. It was a good book review, about a good book 
and to date no member has mentioned the matter to us so we feel rather more 
guiltless than if it were a bad review about a bad book for which we have 
been roundly’ and repeatedly "ealled.” In the future we shall present such 
reviews as may be available on new books, We believe, however, that as regards 


new editions we should merely call the attention of the seubese: to their 
appearenes. Two such are listed herewith: 


ten: to Bacterio al Chemistry, Second 
Edition. 1946, 500 pages. $5.00, The first’ edition appeared in 1938 
and contained 278 pages. The author states that the main-difference between 
this volume and the first edition. is the inclusion in the second of material 
on chemotherapy of bacterial infections and material on antibiotics,. Much. 
revision has, however, crept into most of the chapters, most markedly 80. in 
the discussions on growth factors. 


Wileon, G.S. (With. the coauthership of A.A. Miles) Pri sof 
Bacteriology and Immunology. Third edition. -1946. $12.00. Two volumes. _- 
2054 + pages. "Topley and Wilson" was first published in two volumes. The 
second edition came out in one large volume, reminescent in size if not in 
dryness, of Gray's Anatomy. The third edition is again in two volumes. 

There is nothing to say about this third edition except that it fully maintains 
the high standards set by the first edition and maintained in the second..This 
ia a particularly high tribute in view of the fact that Dr. Topley was 
lost to the editorship and by the fact that revisions for the 1946 edition 
had mostly to be made in wartime in Britain where we can well believe such 
work was carried on under difficulty. Williams and Wilkins, Baltimore,. 
whose name appears as publisher of both of the books mentioned in these 
paragraphs are to be congratulated and it is to be: hoped that both the 
Anderson and the Topley and Wilson may soon be available in sufficient stock 
to fill the orders which have been accumulating since a few sets of the books 
were released some time ago.~--Leland W. Parr —
